Due to the recent change in political | 
parties in Quebec’s provincial  elec- 
tion, Mr. Duplessis assumed the hon- 
ors and it was to be expected that 
relations both from a war and politic- 
al attitude would be more or less es- 
tranged. However, the jovial nature 
of Mr. Churchill quickly manifested 
tself and the ice was soon broken. In
